Sam Hunter is director of Rose Art Museum at Brandeis University in 
Waltham, Massachusetts, He studied at Williams Collie, the University of Florence, 
and did independent research at the Bernard Berenson Library in Italy, A well-known 
writer and lecturer. Hunter has authored numerous art books and contributed to 
widely read periodicals. Before assuming his present position with the Rose Art 
Museum, Hunter was at variohs times associate art critic and editor of the New 
York Times, associate editor of Harry N, Abrams. Incorporated, associate editor of 
THE ART DIGEST, associate curator of painting and sculpttire at The Museum of Modem 
Art in Mew York and chief curator of The Minneapolis Institute of Arts, 

Ibram Lassaw, well-known New York sculptor, was bom in Alessandria, Egypt 
and educated in New York art schools. His work has bear widely eadiibited in the 
United States and abroad, and his objects are owned by The Museum of Modem Art, 

The Albright Art Gallery, The Baltimore Museum of Art, The V/hitney Museum of 
American Art, Carnegie Institute, and the Museu de l*Arte Modems, Rio de Janeiro, 
Temples in Cleveland and other American cities display his woz^. 

Kyle Jlorris, New York painter, was bom in Des Moines, Iowa and educated 

at Northv/estem University, The Art Institute of Chicago, and toe Cranbrook 
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Academy of Art. His work has been widely etoibited in the United States and Europe 
including the 1958 Brussels World's Fair. He has served on the art faculties of 
Stephens College, the University of Texas, University of Minnesota, and the 
University of California. 

Francis S, Merritt, director of the Haystack Moiintain School of Crafts 
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in Deer Isle, Maine, will serve as advisor on crafts. Merritt studied art at Yale 
University and the Boston Museum School of Art and has exhibited in several museums 
and galleries in the United States, He was formerly director of The Flint Institute 
of Art and director of the Bradford Jmior College Department of Art. 

Dr. Roman Vishniac, eminent Russian bom scientist, will serve as advisor 
on photography again this year. He is currently director of the Living Biology 
Film Series at the National Science Foundation. He has been educated in medicine, 
biology, and art, and was formerly a research associate at the Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine in New York. Vishniac is a fellow of The New York Academy of 
Sciences and in 1956 received the Memorial Award of the American Society of
